He lived in 
obedience to the Civil powers ; and though the Jewiſh 
Nation, which was a free people, the lot and inheritance 
of God himſelf, were then in-ſubjeQtion to the: Romans, 
yet he would not give them the leaſt encouragement 
to ſhake off the yoak, but commands them to give nn- 
to Ceſar the things that are Cefars, and to God the thirss 
that are Gods, Though he was a King, yethe was not 
Czſars Rival ; for his Kingdom was not of rhis world, 
& therefore he did not arm his Subjects to fight for him,
